It was a session for re¬ 
ceiving information by the 
Sierra Madre City Council 
Tuesday night with most ac¬ 
tion being withheld pending 
further study and input. For 
example: 

Group W Cable: it carried 
over until its Nov. 9 session 
any action on the cable TV 
company’s request that it be 
determined to be in full com¬ 
pliance with the council’s 
cable TV franchise resolution 
adopted earlier this year. 

Parking permits: the coun¬ 
cil carried over until Nov. 23 
further action on the Mayor’s 
Beautification Committee re¬ 
quest for tightening of the 
permits to park overnight 
on city streets. 

Roof coating on the Au¬ 
burn reservoir’s new roof: 
it postponed action on the 
type of coating, if any, until 
a point in time no later than 


30 days prior to completion 
of the reservoir’s new roof. 

Street sweeping: it decided 
to put out to public bid the 
contract to clean the city’s 
streets. 

The subject that has held 
the attention of city resi¬ 
dents for more than two 
years, the cable TV fran¬ 
chise, continues to cause con¬ 
sternation and discussion at 
least until the next session of 
the council, Nov. 8. (It con¬ 
tinued Tuesday night’s meet¬ 
ing to next Wednesday, Nov. 
3, and Monday, Nov. 8, if 
necessary, with both meet¬ 
ings to begin at 7 p.m. to 
consider the 1982-83 city 
budget.) 

Tuesday night, the coun¬ 
cil heard Group W’s district 
manager, John T. Merritt, 
contenu his company was in 
compliance by Aug. 31. How¬ 
ever, he admited his com¬ 


pany had been in violation 
of the terms and conditions 
of the council’s franchise re¬ 
solution (Resolution 82 - 26). 

Merritt asked the council 
to determine that Group W 
was in compliance on Aug 
31 but not later than Sept. 15 

Date of compliance are o' 
great importance because oi 
a letter of credit posted b> 
the cable company to be 
drawn upon by the city in 
the event of non-compliance. 

City Administrator James 
McRea advised the council 
members the city had drawn 
upon that bank document 
for $39,000 in penalties for 
non-compliance through 
Sept. 30. McRea further 
advised that if the cable sys¬ 
tem was accepted as of Tues¬ 
day, an additional $12,500 
in penalties would be drawn 
under that letter of credit.

Propositions 


Proposition 9: Loan of Textbooks to 
Non-Public Schools 

Should the Constitution be amended to allow 
public school textbooks to be loaned to private 
school students? 

California’s Constitution allows for free 
textbooks for all public school students in 
grades 1 through 8 and the Legislature de¬ 
termines the distribution system. The state 
funds K-8 and school districts fund 9-12. In 
1972 the Legislature extended free textbooks 
to students In private schools but in 1980 
the Supreme Court ruled that providing text¬ 
books to private schools violated the state 
Constitution’s provision against state aid to 
non-public schools. 

Proposition 10: Trial Court Unification 

Should a county be permitted to unify its 
trial courts if local voters approve? 

Proposition 10 would allow a county to 
unify its trial court system. Court unification 
would be on a county-by-county option. The 
process would begin with the Legislature 
passing a bill authorizing unification in a par¬ 
ticular county. Local voters would then approve 
or reject the plan at a specoial election called 
by the Board of Supervisors. Passage of this 
proposition would not bring any change in 
either civil or criminal law. If unification were 
approved, municipal court judges would become 
superior court judges as would justice court 
judges unless the Legislature decided other¬ 
wise. All cases would be heard in superior court, 
heard in superior court. 

Proposition 11: Beverage Containers. 

Initiative Statute 

Should refundable deposits be required 
for beer and soft drink containers? 

This proposition is an initiative which 
would set up a refundable deposit system for 
beverage containers in California. Under its 
provisions, consumers would be required to 
pay a deposit of a least 5 cents on any 
beer or soft drink container. Retailers or re¬ 
demption centers would refund the deposit 
when empty containers were returned and they 
would get the deposit plus a 20% handling 
fee — when they return the bottles and cans 
to wholesalers or bottlers. 

Proposition 12: Nuclear Weapons. 

Initiative Statute. 

Should the Governor urge U.S. officials 
to propose that our country and the Soviet 
Union put a freeze on nuclear weapons? 

Both the U.S. and the Soviet Union have 
been building up nuclear arsenals with wea¬ 
pons of increasing sophistication and power. 
It is estimated that present arsenals have a 
combined power 600,000 times the force of 
the atomic bombs dropped on Japan in WWII. 

Proposition 12 would require the Governor 
to send a letter to President Reagan and other 
officials urging that the United States propose 
to the Soviet Union that both countries agree 
to halt testing, production and deployment 
of all nuclear weapons in a way that could be 
verified. 

Proposition 13: Water Resources. Initiative 
Statute. 

Should our state water laws be changed 
to mandate conservation of surface and ground- 
water supplies? 

Most of California’s water is in the north¬ 
ern third of the state. Most of the people and 
farms are in the southern two-thirds. 

Proposition 13 would add to states law poli¬ 
cies to encourage conservation and discour¬ 
age the building of projects to convey water 
from northern rivers and the Sierra to urban and 
farm areas. Federal, state and local agencies 
would be required to prepare and implement 
conservation plans before new inter-basin 
water transfers could be made. The Board 
would review plans which could include alter¬ 
natives such as waste water reclamation or 
price changes to encourage conservation. 

Local water districts would also be en¬ 
couraged to phase out funding by property 
taxes thus increasing dependence on water 
charges. 

The State Water Resources Control Board 
estimates that it would spend $1.48 million an¬ 
nually to carry out its new responsibilities 
during the six years following approval of the 
initiatives. 

The Legislative Analyst points out that 
conservation could result in long-term savings 
for the state and local agencies if it results in 
construction of fewer facilities to convey 
water. 

Proposition 14: Reapportionment. 

Initiative Constitutional Amendment. 

Should reapportionment be taken from the 
Legislature and given to an appointed com¬ 
mission? 

Proposition 14 would amend the Constitu¬ 
tion to transfer the job of reapportionment from 
the Legislature to a “Districting Commission” 
to be appointed after each census. Members 
of the Commission would include four mem¬ 
bers chosen by appellate court justices and 
three Democrats and three Republicans 
chosen by the political parties. 

District lines would have to be drawn to 
conform to standards set by the initiative. 
Proposition 15: Handguns. Initiative Statute. 

Should handguns be registered? Should 
the number of handguns be frozen?

Although there is general agreement that 
crime is a serious public problem, there is no 
agreement about the role of handguns in in¬ 
creasing or preventing crime. 

Most handguns (which make up about V« 
of all guns) are purchased for self-protection. 
One poll indicates that 1.3 million Californians 
have used guns to protect themselves and their 
property. 

Others point out that over 2000 people 
were killed with handguns in California last 
year and that handguns account for 90% of 
firearm violence. 

The initiative would add provisions con¬ 
cerning handguns to the penal code which 
would (1) require owners of all handguns to 
register them with the Department of Justice 
by Nov. 2, 1983; (2) limit the number of hand¬ 
guns in California to those in circulation on 
Apr. 30, 1983. After that date, only registered 
handguns could be sold and mail order sales 
would be prohibited; (3) provide mandatory jail 
sentences of six months for anyone carrying 
an unregistered handgun and one year for any¬ 
one selling an unregistered handgun; (4) speci¬ 
fically prohibit the Legislature from banning 
ownership of rifles, shotguns or registered 
handguns. 

While Proposition 15 would result in major 
administrative costs, the Legislative Analyst 
says that these would probably covered by the 
$10 registration fee established by this 
measure.

Join To Fight 
Mushrooming Fraud 

As a newspaper publisher, 
I am asking you to join with 
us in our effort to combat 
mail order fraud. This type of 
“white collar crime” costs the 
American public millions of 
dollars a year and it often 


starts with false and mislead¬ 
ing advertisements. 

I know you share the con¬ 
cern of the Postal Service that 
too many of your readers and 
our postal customers are losing 
money to these fraudulent 
mail order promotions. Al¬ 
though the vast majority of 
mail order businesses are legi¬ 
timate, conmen sometimes 
exploit the good reputations 
of magazines, newspapers and 
the legitimate $60 billion a 
year mail order industry. 

Although there is no sure¬ 
fire method to detect false 
advertisements, we would like 
to give some warning signs 
to look for to assist your ad¬ 
vertising department in screen¬ 
ing ads. The Postal Inspec¬ 
tion Service has been investi¬ 
gating mail fraud for more 
than 200 years and our exper¬ 
ience has enabled us to com¬ 
pile the attched booklet which 
reflects the type of wording 
and situations that are often 
used in fraudulent advertise¬ 
ments. 

In addition to the informa¬ 
tion in the booklet, always 
remember, “If it sounds too 
good to be true, it probably 
is.” Claims that people can 
earn unusually high income 
with little or no effort on their 
part should always be viewed 
with suspicion. 

Another important point 
to remember is that quack 
devices, drugs and “cures” 
for medical ailments offered 
by mail not only cost the pub¬ 
lic millions, but the victims 
of the fraud forego legitimate 
medical treatment when using 
these unproven methods, often 
endangering their health or

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Day Aboard ‘Connie’ Is Exciting, Noisy

Any discussion of the L3S 
Constellation requires exten¬ 
sive use of superlatives— 
most expensive, most danger¬ 
ous, most uncomfortable. 

A visit to the vessel while 
it is at sea triggers more super¬ 
latives— most interesting, 
most exciting, most noisy. 

Through the offices of 
Evelle Younger, former Cali¬ 
fornia Attorney General and 
Los Angeles County Attorney 
and presently a partner in a 
Los Angeles law firm of Buch- 
alter, Nemer, Fields, Chrystie 
and Younger, seven of us were 
invited to spend 24 hours on 
board the Connie (as her crew 
refers to her) while it was hold¬ 
ing air operations some 90 
miles off the California coast. 
It is one of 13 carriers on ac¬ 
tive duty with the U.S. Navy. 

These operations included 
both carrier evaluation of the 
Navy’s newest fighter, the 
F/A-18, and regular qualifi¬ 
cation requirements include a 
minimum of 10 daytime and 
6 nighttime carrier takeoffs 
and landings. 

But these training activities 
were not interferring with the 
carrier’s purpose in life: a 
fighting war machine. 

In one of his several visits 
with the civilian visitors, the 
ship’s commanding officer. 
Captain Lyle F. Bull, noted 
that even with the training 


activities in progress, fighter 
aircraft were manned and fully 
loaded with fuel and ammu¬ 
nition 24 hours a day. As such, 
the planes were capable of 
being airborne within 5 min¬ 
utes in the event of a war 
emergency. 

To emphasize his point. 
Bull said, “If the word came 
now, we (the Constellation) 
would be on our way to re¬ 
spond and you (the visitors) 
would be on your way to the 
mainland.” 

The namesake of the Revo¬ 
lutionary War frigate Constel¬ 
lation (still afloat in Baltimore 
as a national shrine), the air¬ 
craft carrier Constellation was 
commissioned in 1961 at a 
cost in excess of $1 billion. 

The past 20 years have taken 
their toll and it is now sche¬ 
duled to sail to Bremerton, 
Wash, later this year for a re¬ 
furbishment that will cost an 
estimated $500 million dol¬ 
lars more. 

Duty on the carrier just has 
to be one of the most danger¬ 
ous of any military duty. That 
the personnel carry out their 
duties without injury is tribute 
to both them and their train¬ 
ing. 

Those who serve on the 
flight deck face such everyday 
hazards as being sucked into 
a jet engine, blown overboard 
by the exhaust of a jet engine, 
loading aircraft onto -steam 
catapults which literally throw 


15- to 30-ton aircraft into the 
air at a speed of 150 miles per 
hour, in just 250 feet. The 
flight deck personnel dodge 
these same aircraft as they 
land at speeds in excess of 130 
mph with air of arresting ca¬ 
bles which literally stop the 
aircraft once it has had its tail 
hook grab onto any one of the 
4 cables. (The plane lands at 
full power so that if it does 
not hook a cable, the pilot 
takes the plane around for 
another attempt.) 

Personnel below deck dodge 
140“steam pipes. 

As the ship is buffeted by 
the waves, these men must also 
balance themselves so that 
they do not fall against the 
unprotected, uninsulated steel 
walls and beams surrounding 
them. 

But even these dangers do 
not present the greatest risk 
to the crew: the everpresent 
danger of fire. Such a fire would 
be fed by the thousands of 
gallons of jet fuel on board 
for the aircraft, propellants 
for the missiles carried by 
these aircraft and the explo¬ 
sives and gunpowder used in 
the various offensive and de¬ 
fensive weapons on board. 

Living conditions aboard 
the 84,000-ton carrier are 
made as confortable as pos¬ 
sible under the circumstances. 
Even so, those with duty sta¬ 
tions below deck breathe fresh 
air and see sunlight (and/or 


moonlight) only when they 
climb up most of the ship’s 
17 decks to reach the flight 
deck. There are no port holes. 
There are no elevators to go 
between decks except for the 
three giant elevators that move 
the planes from the hangar 
deck to the flight deck and 
which, except for that acti¬ 
vity, constitute part of the 
flight deck. 

There is only one escalator 
on board, for the use of the 
flight personnel in traversing 
the three decks between the 
hangar deck and the flight 
deck. 

Notwithstanding the ship’s 
air conditioning system, those 
who work in the boiler rooms 
experience working conditions 
where the normal temperature 
approaches 100 “or more. 

Below decks the ship is a 
veritable maze with no appa¬ 
rent rhyme or reason to its 
configuration. It has more 
than 3000 compartments. 
Signs are needed on all doors 
and walls to assist in telling 
you where you are and the 


function of that particular 
compartment. 

The maze was so confusing 
that our onboard host, Lt. 
Cmdr. John Kennedy, es¬ 
corted us to our rooms at night 
and picked us up at our rooms 
in the morning so that we 
would not get lost in going 
the short distance to our meet¬ 
ing area. 

With air operations taking 
place, there is constant noise. 
Sending off and landing 20 
to 25 aircraft an hour produces 
continual jet engine noise. 
The firing of the catapaults, 
the grabbing of the arrestor 
cables, the dragging of cables 
across the steel decking. The 
clang of metal on metal as the 
wheel chocks are placed 
around and then removed 
from around the aircraft 
wheels only add to the con¬ 
stant sea breeze when outside 
(the carrier is always headed 
into the wind for air opera¬ 
tions) and normal air condi¬ 
tioning and engine noises when 
inside the carrier. Ear plugs

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Trek into Area Deserts Reveals Walk Through Time 


“Travel for most people 
raises visions of London or 
Tokyo, Madrid or Rio de 
Janiero. Far-off places where 
you linger over saki or ouzo 
as you watch the sun set over 
a Buddhist temple, an ancient 
ruin or Big Ben chiming the 
hour. 

Yet there is adventure clo¬ 
ser to home— a different kind 
of adventure, since you’re 
on your own. The amenities 
of civilization are absent and 
the foolhardy are not forgiven. 
If you are the “Outward 
Bound” type, far-off places 
can be yours, with a few hours 
drive. 

The great deserts of Amer¬ 
ica— the Mojave, the Sono¬ 
ran, the Colorado and Yu- 
man— beckon the adventu¬ 
rous, all within a few hun¬ 
dred miles of Sierra Madre. 
Palm Springs is there, and 
Las Vegas, but also thousands 
of square miles of wilderness, 
Filled only with jagged moun¬ 
tains and creosote or cactus, 
lizards and ravens, wind and 
sky and sand. 

We have been exploring it 
for 30 years, taking our power 
wagon/camper, ooking into 
remote corners reached by 
some of the world’s worst 
roads, yet we have seen only 
a fraction of our deserts. No 
man in a single lifetime could 
explore it all. It is too vast. 

The desert grows on you 
My husband, who’s a hiker, 
joined the Desert Trail Asso¬ 
ciation, which includes people 
decicated to the concept of 
establishing a desert trail, 
from Mexico to Canada, para¬ 
lleling the great Pacific Crest 
Trail which takes the high 
road from border to border. 

The group alternates be¬ 
tween hikes over segments 
of the future trail and car 
camps, where the whole fam¬ 
ily tags along to some parti¬ 
cularly interesting spot. 


Our latest trek could be 
duplicated by any family with 
camping equipment, adventure 
in their blood and a weekend 
to spare— and treasure awaits. 

California’s state flower is 
the poppy. The quail is our 
state bird, and the official 
California invertebrate fossil 
is the trilobite, a beetle-like 
creature that lived in the early 
Cambrian seas SSO million 
years ago, leaving its “shells” 
in the mud of the sea bottom 
for posterity. 

Today trilobite fossils can 
be collected in several desert 
areas of California and one of 
these spots was the site of our 
car camp, near Cadiz, off the 
old Route 66 to Needles. 

The area is one of the more 
arid sections of the desert, 
with low sparse creosote and 
desert holly clinging to exis¬ 
tence on the rock-strewn slopes 
of the Marble Mountains. 
The site overlooks Bristol Dry 
Lake and the valley of the 
even more ancient body of 
water. 

We drove to the end of the 
passable road, the passable 
portion being rocky and rut¬ 
ted, but good enough for one 
Volkswagen bug and a station 
wagon to maneuver safely. 
There we camped on a spur 
barely wide enough for the 
five vehicles in the party. Af¬ 
ter lunch we all hiked up the 
upassable road about an 
eighth of a mile, around a 
bend, to the trilobite area, a 
noticeable greenish-gray splash 
on both sides of the dry wash. 

Equipment consisted of 
miner’s picks and chisels, 
though most of us contented 
ourselves with splitting apart 
the slabs of slate left bv others 
before us, with only the most 
dedicated prying out new ma¬ 
terial with pick and muscle. 
Gloves protected against jag¬ 
ged edges. 

Cracks between the layers 
of slate yield to the chisel 


blade and split apart, to reveal 
whatever lies between. Most¬ 
ly— as with most treasure— 
it is nothing. But then sud 
denly in your hand is the ex¬ 
quisite design of the incredibly 
ancient creature, for all the 
world like an Egyptian scarab. 

We found only cepha'ons 
(heads), which are exciting in 
themselves, but exceptionally, 
lucky and/or persistent pros¬ 
pectors find whole trilobites, 
and some of the largest exam¬ 
ples of these fossils come from 
this area— 10” to 12” long. 

Holding one of these “sca¬ 
rabs” in your hand and think¬ 
ing about its unimaginable 
antiquity, pre-dating fish or 
crabs and even land plants and 
insects, is an experience that 


puts our everyday problems 
into a different perspective. 
The desert and its treasures 
have a way of bringing you 
closer to the wonders of infin¬ 
ity, revealing our brief lirik 
with the eternal 

n 

A baby chuchwalla visited 
our camp the next morning 
and both a ring-tailed cat and 
a desert tortoise were spotted, 
along with the ubiquitous 
ravens. , 

In the evening we lingered 
over our aperitifs, like true 
travelers, in our own far-off 
place, watching the sun walk 
down the sky across the buffs 
and blues of the mountain 
ranges, while indigo and pur¬ 
ple shadows crept up the valley 


toward the flaming sunset. 

Later over a campfire we 
had to sacrifice our star-talk 
to moon gazing, as the great 
Night Sister joined us in her 
full array. 

Groups like the Desert Trail 
Association minimize the in¬ 
herent hazards of desert ex¬ 
ploration, with extra hands to 
help in case of accident and 
experienced desert campers to 
guide the neophyte. Natur¬ 
alists and knowledgeable mem¬ 
bers also add to the enjoyment 
by pointing out the many fa¬ 
cets of the desert usually miss¬ 
ed by the casual visitor— its 
minute “belly flowers,” its 
vast array of minerals and 
geologic formations and its 


shy and elusive wildlife. 

We had driven to our site 
via Barstow and returned via 
Twenty Nine Palms, to make 
loop trip of our journey. 
Time: IVi hours, round trip. 
Distance: close to 300 miles. 

Any readers who might be 
intrigued with the thought 
of taking this trilobite trea¬ 
sure trek may contact the 
News for specific directions.

Pioneer in Security Systems

Pioneers settling on our 
continent under unsafe condi¬ 
tions had only themselves to 
depend on to protect their 
homes and belongings. Bur¬ 
glary and robbery reports to¬ 
day make many people feel 
nearly as threatened as were 
early pioneers. 

For the last 15 years, a new 
kind of pioneer has made 
area residents feel safer in their 
homes. The pioneer is Dave 
Villareal, owner of Romark 
Security Systems Inc. and 
pioneer in the home secur¬ 
ity field. Villareal lived in 
Sierra Madre for many years 
and now lives in Arcadia. 

In 1967, Villareal designed 
a telephone device which auto¬ 
matically notified the police 
of an intruder by electronically 
dialing the police department 
number and relaying a tape- 
recorded verbal message. He 
began selling it to other alarm 
companies, but he wound up 
with his own company and 
specialized in residential se¬ 
curity. 

He also put in the first wire¬ 
less alarm system in the United 
States, adapted from a garage 


door opener. When he used 
wires, he set them in a window, 
so that when someone opened 
a window, it sent out a signal. 
A wireless panic button he 
developed can be carried while 
outside the house. When press¬ 
ed, it can activate the alarm 
in the house as far as 100 feet 
or more away. Power failure 
doesn’t affect it. Now the 
panic button is being used all 
over the United States. 

Villareal travels widely in 
the course of his work. He 
acted as a consultant to the 
Mexican government in de¬ 
signing systems to protect the 
refineries and tank farms of 
Pemix, the national oil com¬ 
pany. He flies all over the coun¬ 
try to debug telephones and 
the premises of business firms 
as protection against indus¬ 
trial espionage.

Q. I recently had a 
painful kidney stone at¬ 
tack. I went to my doctor 
who gave me pain pills 
and some medication for 
the infection, but did noth¬ 
ing for the stones or to 
preclude their recurrence. 
What can I do? 

A. Kidney stones are 
abnormal accumulations 
of mineral salts which 
form in the kidney but 
may lodge anywhere in 
the urinary tract. Symp¬ 
tomatically, stones are of 
importance only when 
they obstruct urinary flow 
or produce sufficient trau¬ 
ma to cause ulceration, 
bleeding or an infection. 
The composition of stones 
varies with the underlying 
disorder responsible for 
their production but the 
vast majority contain cal¬ 
cium or oxalate. 

Now, what can you do 
to help pass an obstruct¬ 
ing stone or preclude their 
recurrence? The first thing 
in any self-help or pre¬ 
ventive program is to con¬ 
sult with your doctor. 

I recommend this because 
all symptoms have an 
underlying cause. Stone 
formation for example, 
may be precipitated by 
any number of serious 
conditions such as meta¬ 
static cancer, hyperpara¬ 
thyroidism or osteoporo¬ 


sis and special tests must 
be given to rule out these 
disorders. 

Additionally, many in¬ 
born errors of metabolism, 
such as gout, predisposi¬ 
tion certain individuals 
to stone formation. Once 
any serious disorder has 
been ruled out or identi¬ 
fied, 1 suggest you exa¬ 
mine your diet. The ten¬ 
dency for stone formation 
is considerably greater 
in alkaline urine than acid 
urine. For this reason 
acioditic diets are fre¬ 
quently helpful. In gene¬ 
ral, most grains are acid¬ 
forming as well as meat, 
while fruits and vege¬ 
tables tend to be highly 
alkaline. A notable ex¬ 
ception to this is cran¬ 
berry juice— an old folk 
remedy for kidney stone— 
which will Acidify the 
urine. Harvard University 
studies have shown B6 
and magnesium oxide can 
help to prevent kidney 
stone formation, as well 
as passing obstructing 
stones.

They made Jack-O’-Lanterns 
from large rudabagas, turnips or potatoes carved 
out and with a face escribed. A candle was placed 
within (before candles, a coal). 

There are all sorts of reasons given for going 
from door to door begging, mostly with religious 
overtones. Gifts of fruits, nuts, candies and even 
monies date back many centuries. 

Trick or Treat is purely American and the night 
before Halloween used to be called Mischief Night. 
Practical jokes were played and blamed on the 
spirits.
